President Truman

The hope is that a settle­ 
ment may be reached between 
John L. Lewis and the coal 
operators during the day that 
will avert the necessity for 
the government’s taking ov­ 
er the mines.

Commerce Chamber 
Working On Plans 


Plans for a band shell and new 
uniforms for the Escanaba m uni­ 
cipal band are being considered 
by 
the 
Escanaba 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce, Hugh Grow, C. of C. 
secretary, revealed at a 
regular 
meeting of the c ity council last 
night. 
Grow told the council that an 
unofficial meeting of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce 
members 
had 
been held T hursday to 
consider 
the project and that next Tuesday 
morning retail merchants of Es­ 
canaba would meet to work out 
detailed plans for a promotional 
campaign to raise money for the 
shell and uniforms. 
“As yet we do not have data on 
a band shell which would be fi­ 
nancially 
feasible 
herr,” 
Grow 
told the council. He indicated that 
the Cham ber of 
Commerce 
has 
made 
inquiry 
in 
communities 
where band shells have been built, 
to obtain cost and structural in ­ 
formation. 
“New uniform s and other items 
needed by the band will probably 
cost from $3500 
to 
$3700. 
We 
know the council doesn’t have th at 
money to spend now, “Grow said.

Can Police Censor 
Accident Reports? 
C 
AN a police chief legally withhold from 
newspaper reporters public records of 
automobile accidents? 
That is a question 
that has been submitted to the attorney 
general of Wisconsin as a result of a pe­ 
culiar situation that has developed in Ash­ 
land, Wisconsin. 
The police chief in Ashland, E J. Hen- 
nell. announced on February 7 that he 
would no longer make accident 
reports 
available to newspapers. He acted after the 
Ashland Daily Press had editorially criti­ 
cized the police chief for failure to give the 
Ashland Press an official report of an ac­ 
cident in which the chief’s car was involved. 
The editor of the paper. John Chappie, 
appealed to the city manager and the man­ 
ager, in turn, referred it to the city attor­ 
ney. The attorney ruled that accident re­ 
ports are prepared entirely as the result 
of the personal initiative of the police chief, 
that they are not required by city ordin­ 
ance, and that consequently the police chief 
may elect to withhold the reports from the 
public, if he sees fit to do so. 
Wisconsin statute decrees that matters of 
public record be available for inspection by 
any citizen, and provides a fine of $25 to* 
$2,000 for infractions. 
The question then is whether police re­ 
ports of automobile accidents are, in fact, a 
m atter of public record. 
We do not propose to interpret the Wis­ 
consin law but in Michigan 
the 
courts 
have granted a broad interpretation to the 
rights of newspapers to secure information 
of public interest and an equally broad in­ 
terpretation of what constitutes a public 
record. 
In a decision issued in 1928 in the case 
of Nowack vs. Fuller, the defendant being 
auditor general of Michigan at the time, 
the state supreme court ruled as follows: 
“In the absence of any statutory grant of 
Inspection, the question in issue must be de­ 
termined by a consideration of the gen­ 
eral common law principles relative to the 
right of citizens to inspect public 
docu­ 
ments and records. Ours is a government of 
the people. Every citizen rules. Undoubt­ 
edly it would be a great surprise to the 
citizens and taxpayers to learn that the law 
denied to them access to their own books. 
There is no such law and never was either 
In this country or in England.” 
The general rules define a public record 
•s one made by a public officer in pursu­ 
ance of a duty, the purpose of which is to 
disseminate information to the public or 
to serve as a memorial of official transac­ 
tions for public reference. The police auto­ 
mobile accident records obviously come un­ 
der this category. 
There are, of course, some records and 
documents that must be kept secret and are 
CO recognized not only by the courts but by 
newspapers as well. They include proceed­ 
ings of a grand jury, records of a public 
insane asylum, diplomatic correspondence, 
letters and telegrams of detectives or po­ 
lice departments relating to apprehension 
or prosecution of criminals, records of att 
interstate common carrier, letters sent to a 
state board of prison terms and paroles in 
connection with a hearing. 
It is readily 
apparent that police records of automobile 
accidents hardly come under this category.

The av­ 
erage in Illinois was 14 per cent and in some 
places 20 per cent. 
Still, the price paid for the various fed­ 
eral services looks high. Sooner or later the

Has UMW Lost 
Control Of Miners? 
rp H E decision of Judge Richwood Keech 
that the United Mine Workers union is 
not guilty of contempt of court in the coal 
strike can be interpreted only to mean that 
the union has lost disliplinary control of 
its members. If that is true, then the union 
can hardly be regarded as a responsible 
organization capable of enforcing any con­ 
tract terms that may be entered into by the 
coal mine operators and the union. 
A contract between an employer and a 
union representing the employes is not a j action, 
one-way deal. A contract implies certain 
rights for both parties and certain respon­ 
sibilities for both parties. For that reason, 
it is difficult to comprehend the decision of 
j Judge Keech in the contempt case unless 
one is willing to concede that the union has, 
in fact, no authority over the mine workers. 
The judge’s decision aggravates rather 
than clarifies the coal strike problem. Coal 
mine operators could not be blamed for a 
reluctance to bargain collectively with a 
union which the court has already ruled has 
no disciplinary control over its members. 
The supposition is that any contract agree­ 
ment that might be reached would be bind­ 
ing upon the employers, because the courts 
would make it so, but not binding upon the 
union because the union is exempted from 
responsibility for the acts of its members. 
Judge Keech’s decision has not contribut­ 
ed anything towards a restoration of labor 
peace in the coal mines. Furthermore, the 
decision implies that a federal court order 
is meaningless, insofar as it may apply to a 
labor union.

Every Community 
Is Concerned 
T 
HE idea is common that the great growth 
of the federal government is strictly a 
Washington affair. Rut the truth is it goes 
right to the country’s roots in town and 
county. 
Yet seldom does anybody bother to sub­ 
stantiate the fact with good figures. 
John 
Strohm, 
writing in the current issue of 
Country Gentleman, has just done so for 
one U. S. county in one field—agriculture. 
He chose DeKalb county in northern Illi­ 
nois as his test-tube area. To start off he 
asked 25 top farmers how many federal 
hired hands they thought were in their 
midst. Their average guess was 56. Strohm’s 
investigation showed there were actually 
178 part-time or full-time federal employes 
who Cither lived in DeKalb or visited it 
regularly. 
In 1949 these 178 were paid from $8 a 
day to $5,350 a year to tell the county’s 
2,500 farmers what they ought to do and 
what they could or could not do. Govern­ 
ment services performed in DeKalb cost the 
U. S. $86,065, not including the federal part 
of th** salaries of 55 workers who live out­ 
side the county. 
It took 65 people some 590 man-days to 
sign up DeKalb’s farmers in the agricul­ 
ture department’s 
conservation 
program, 
check their performance, tabulate results 
and pay out $35.01 to each participant. But 
96 per cent of the farmers surveyed said 
they would have followed the prescribed 
practice even without the program 
and 
payments.

But, as Taft points out, it would be a 
lengthy process if it occurred at all in view 
of the concentration of power that would 
accrue to a southern oligarchy. And Taft 
is not thinking of elections 25 years from 
now. Understandably, he has his eye on 
1952. A few more defeats for the Republi­ 
cans and the party may pas sout altogether. 
Among the 67 who voted for the amend­ 
ment in the senate were most of those who 
consider themselves progressive and liberal, ! 
including Senator Hubert Humphraey, na- j 
tional chairman of ADA. The chances seem | 
to be slightly against its adoption in the 
house.

gleefully at each other. The dis­ 
mal business of sinking a rival 
by radar has taken a deal of per­

sea- 
fighting. 
Hanging for Piracy 
I recall that when the dashing 
Peter Blood delicately pinked a 
competitor with his frog-sticker, 
he would rearrange the ruffles at 
his wrist and saunter off to dally 
with a damsel for a few months. 
There was a night 
of 
feasting 
and 
wassail-all 
between 
com­ 
bats, with plenty 
of 
sun 
and 
fresh sea-air and dicing to leaven 
the hardships 
of piracy. 
They 
called this piracy, then, and the 
penalty was hanging, but it seems 
highly

Scout in hand-to-hand conflict, or 
sharpen a pencil without inflict­ 
ing severe bodily harm to them­ 
selves. It is difficult to imagine 
one

about him with a 
cutlass.

home with the women in Blood’s 
day, or slain as valueless by the 
Hawk’s corsairs. 
Men have always fought, and 
always will, and the innocent by­ 
stander got hurt in the process, 
but at least in the olden days the 
commander rode the lead chariot 
and exposed his chest to spears. 
If there was undue cruelty it was 
conscious 
cruelty 
and 
affected 
relatively small segments of the 
population. 
Bloody and useless as ancient 
conflict was, it seems relatively 
civilized as contrasted to today’s 
calm 
contemplation 
of 
setting 
fire to and/or poisoning the uni­ 
verse, either on purpose or by ac- 
dent. 
I suppose I am just an old 
fuddy-duddy, but war seemed to

They 
carry the right to perform cer­ 
tain dances, to sing certain songs, 
to erect totem poles and to give 
feasts. 
These titles used to be 
controlled by a noble cast and 
were handed down in families. 
Now, however, the white man’s 
civilization and diseases has re­ 
duced the tribes to a fraction of 
their former numbers. Some of 
the old titles have been inherited 
by commoners who used to share 
in them only as poor relations.

of the 
commoners think 
more of what the titles will bring 
on 
the 
market 
than 
of 
the 
privileges. 
Therefore 
they 
sell 
the 
legends

Appeal Too Slow

Keech issued an 80-day injunction 
under the Taft-H artlev act. It r e ­ 
peats the language of his tem por­ 
ary order—that the m iners shall go 
back to work and the union and 
operators shall bargain in good 
faith on a new contract. 
However, the court has no m ore 
powder to enforce the injunction 
than it had to enforce the tem po r­ 
ary order.

Wisconsin, 
Michigan 
W ill Cooperate 


MADISON. 
Wis. — Michigan 
state conservation officials have 
agreed to cooperate with the Wis­ 
consin 
conservation 
department 
in w ithholding artificial planting 
of lake trout in Lake Michigan as 
a part of a test to determine the 
efficacy of such efforts in large 
bodies of water. 
The 
Wisconsin 
state 
agency 
suspended its stocking operations 
several years ago. 
At the last 
meeting of the cooperative Great 
Lakes Trout committee here, Dr. 
E. W. Schneberger of the Wiscon­ 
sin fisheries division asked Mich­ 
igan to suspend such operations 
also. 
Recovery Will Tell 
The I.ake Alichigan trout popu­ 
lation is now very low. he point­ 
ed out. If the species makes a re ­ 
covery in the future, that recov­ 
ery can be laid to natural repro­ 
duction. But if stocking is con­ 
tinued in the interim, it will be 
impossible 
to 
determine 
con­ 
clusively whether the natural or 
the artificial fish brought on the 
recovery. 
M eanwhile first returns are be­ 
ing received 
from 
the 
marked 
trout fingerling that were stocked 
in the lake in recent years 
by 
several state conservation depart­ 
ments. 
Alarked fish were planted be­ 
tween 1945 and 1948 in an effort 
to collect definite evidence on the 
survival of the artificially reared 
fish and their contribution to the 
harvest of the 
Lake 
Alichigan 
trout fishery. 
Too few 
of 
the 
m arked fish have yet been 
re­ 
covered by fishermen and turned 
in to the public agencies to make 
possible any conclusions thus far. 
it w as brought out at the com­ 
mittee meeting. 
Minnesota to Plant 
Alinnesota fisheries officials re ­ 
ported that they propose to carry 
on similar marked fish tests on 
Lake 
Superior. 
They 
hope 
to 
plant 300.000 of such fish annu­ 
ally over a definite period, and 
to persuade the commercial fish­ 
ermen to record accurately any 
of 
the 
fin-clipped 
specimens 
taken in their nets. 
The clipping experiments will 
also develop data on the migra­ 
tions of fish. The committee has 
already reported one interesting 
case history: a lake trout tagged 
by 
Alichigan 
workers 
at 
the 
weight of about a quarter of a 
pound and released in Alunising 
Bay in 1941 was recaptured 
in 
October of 1949. It weighed four 
pounds and fourteen ounces and 
had traveled at least 300 miles, 
the researchers noted.
